Beertnr- - Carlisle's Addreee to the Iatrl
otle Leastue of Waae Burner.

Washington, Oct. 10. The Wage Earners'
Patriotic, League of Maryland, to the number
of S00, called on Secretary Carlisle to-d- at
tho Treasury to Invite him to address them In
Baltimore at his convenience. The Secretary
received the delegation on the south steps of
the Treasury, where Mr. H. K. I Johnson, the
leader of the delegation, mado an address. In
which he said they were Cleveland and Carlisle
Democrats who proposed to voto for McKlnley
as the representative of honest money.

of silver nt tho ratio of 1(1 to 1. Cheers.1 It
there Is any laboring man in the United States
who has saved money out of his earnings and
has deposited It In a savings bnnk or building as-
sociation, or paid it on n policy of Ufo Insurance
for tho benetlt of his family, mid who desires to
have It paid b.ick hi him In a currency worth
about hnlf as much as tho monoy he paid nut,
he also ought to vole for the free nnd unlimited
coinage of sliver, fnr that will give him exactly
what lie wants. On the other hand, ovcry man
In thu l'nited States, whether he works for
wages or not, who wants to preserve the value
of what he bus already accumulated, and to In-

sure tho value uf what he may hereafter re-
ceive, ought to vote ngalntt the free and un-
limited cnlnuga nf silver and for the main-
tenance uf a sound and stable currency In this
country. lApplause.
